The Santa Pe Co IJ«e the niahoiiingr 
for an Kantern Outlet. 


The new railway along the towing- 
path and bed of the Wabash and Erie 
canal ^\ill be constracted next year 
without doubt. 
The Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe railway is determined to 
have an eastern 
outlet, 
and some 
months ago maile overtures for the pur- 
chase of the Chicago and Atlantic, the 
owners of which, stock and bond, reside 
piiiicipally at Amsterdam, Holland, and 
believing they had too substantial an in- 
vestment for the proposition of the At- 
chison, Topeka and Santa Fe, thejr de- 
clined the overtures. 
The Atchison, 
Tojjeka and Santa Fe owns part and 
controls the Toledo, Peoria and "War- 
saw, which connects with the main line 
and runs from Carthage, HI., to the In- 
diana State line, at Forest, west of La- 
fayette; thence diverging from the main 
line, a branch line is in contemjilation 
to the coal fields of Indiana. 
The main 
line would run through Lafayette, along 
the Wabash canal to Fort Wayne, and 
there connect with the new Mahoning 
road eastward. This is a new phase of the 
situation and reliable, for the Santa Fe 
j)eoplo have been trying to purchase the 
Nickel Plate line. 


A Great Dinner in Kew York. 


The following details of a dinner 
•wMch was given by a New York lady 
may be read with interest by people 
who want to know the latest thing in 
the way of American extravagance. 


The dinner table was arranged about 
a miniature lake, in which palms, lilies, 
and ferns appeared to be growing, while 
tropical trees rose from the banks amid 
miniature parterres of flowers. Small 
electric 
lights, 
with 
vari-colored 
globes, were arranged about the lake, 
and electricity was introduced under 
the water of the improvised lake, and 
caused to dance about in imitation of 
vari-colored fish. There was a fountain 
in the center of the lake, and a colored 
glass ball, 
lighted 
by 
electricity, 
spurted up and down a jet of crystal 
water. 
There was no cloth on the table, 
and each of the twenty courses served 
at the dinner was placed before the 
guests on a natursd palm leaf. The 
wall and room decorations—some of 
whiííh came from Florida and South 
America—generally 
were of smilax, 
ferns, ivy, and palm, mandarin, banana, 
orange, and other 
trees. 
Hanging 
among them 
were hundreds of very 
small colored electric lights. 


The decorations of each plate cost 
$30, the favors $60, and the menus were 
painted to order at $10 apiece. The 
truffles came from France, and the 
strawberries cost $7.05 per bunch of five 
berries. 
Boman punch was served in 
oranges hanging on the natural trees, 
the pulp of the fruit having been deftly 
removed, so that the guests picked the 
oranges from the branches.—London 
Court Journal.

IT LOOKS WARLIKE! 


An Armed Illol» Sas Pos«e«slon off 
Rio Orande City and a Oeneral 
raaMacre ts Expected. 


WASHINGTON, T>. C., Sept. 25.—Act- 
ing Secretary Thompson this morning 
received the following telegram 
from 
the collector of customs at jSrownsviUe, 
Texas, dated the 23d: 


"An armed mob has possession of Rio 
Grande City on account of a killing of a 
Mexican by a customs officer in a per- 
sonal encounter. 
Officer went to Fort 
Fort Binggold for protection. 
Civil au- 
thorities of Starr county are powerless. 
Please obtain orders to be telegraphed 
for the military ;at Binggold to protect 
custom house and citizens until danger 
is over. 
The necessity is urgent; 
fight- 
ing is hourly expected. 
Orders have to 
be sent by carrier from Fort 
B ^ w n , 
Line to Binggold cut by mob." 


Ausxm, Texas, Sept. 25.—Bio Ghinde 
City is eighty iniles from the Searest 
raifroad station and it is extremely 
difficult to reach it. 
Governor Boss has 
ordered the entire force of rangers of 
Texas to proceed with aU possible haste 
to the scene of battle as a massacre of 
Texas citizens is feared. 
The Mexicans 
outnumber ten to one the white citizens 
of that section. 


Governor Ross has also telegraphed 
all the sheriffs of all the counties on the 
border, or contiguous to it, to proceed 
by forced marches to the troubled 
dis- 
trict and take armed Jposses along with 
them. 
He has likewise telegraphed the 
San Antonia rifies, Belknap rifles and 
the famous Houston ^ h t guard to hold 
themselves in readiness to march at a 
moment's notice. 


It is believed there will be a general 
massacre of Texas citizens before mid- 
night, unless the United States troops 
from Fort Binggold come to the rescue. 
The event is Skely to lead to interna- 
tional complications, and should a mas- 
acre occur, swift and wholesale retribu- 
tion is certain to follow. 
Gov. Boss 
says the situation is extremely grave, 
and the absence of advices for several 
hours give rise to the worst fears. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 25,—Acting 
Secretary Thomj^son this morning re- 
ceived a telegram from the collector of 
customs at &owTisville, Tex., dated the 
24th, saying the situation at Bio Grande 
City is precarious but quiet to-day, 
the conference of the committee 


from the mob. If no agi-eement is 
reached the United States troops will 
probably be needed to-night. 


The acting secretary of war has or- 
dered the United States troops to Bio 
Grande City.

Making Saratoga Chips. 


Saratoga chips, as all know who have 
ever seen or tasted the article, are made 
of potatoes, says the Pittsburgh Di.v- 
patch. 
The process of manufacture is 
a very simple one. The only machinery, 
consists of a parer and a slicer. The 
former is composed of a round piece of 
tin, one end of Avhich serves as a handle, 
while the other contains a knife so set 
that it will cut only a thin paring. The 
latter consists of a knife set in a Avheel- 
shaped contrivance, 
Avhich on being 
turned by a crank exits the potato into 
slices of the requisite thickness. 
Only 
the best of potatoes can be used, and 
even then there is a great Avaste, as all 
"sjjecks" and t)ther imperfections must 
be carefully cut out. 
After the iwtatoes 
are sliced they are placed in water and 
allowed to remain several hours, being 
stirred occasionally. 
This is for the 
purpose of removing the starch, Avhich 
if allowed to remain would cause the 
chips to become sour. 
The slices are 
then ready for boiling. 
A large kettle 
set in a brick arch in Avhich a natural 
gas fire is buniing is kei)t nearly full of 
hot lard. 
Enough of the slices are 
olaced id the kettle to cover the surface 
when they are boiled until they become 
crisp and bro wn. 
They are then ladled 
out, sprinkled Avith salt, and placed in a 
sieve to dry. 
After cooling, the chips 
are ready for i)acking. 
They are put 
up in stout pai)er l)i)xes, one-half pound 
in each box, and retailed for 15 cents 
per package.

"The era of cumbrous blanket-sheets seems coming to an end, and newspapers like the New York 
and TlB

Suwtog* chips, as all know who have 


ever seen or tasted the article, are mad« 
of pot*toes, says the Pittsburgh Z>(V 
patch* The process of manufacture in 
a very simple one. The only machinery, 
cousirjts of * parer and a "slicer. Tho 
former is composed of a round piece of 
tin, one end of which serves as a handle, 
while the other contains a knife so Hot 
that it will cut only a thin paring. The 
latter comists of a knifo set in a wheol- 
shajwd contrivance, which on being 
turned by a orank cuts the potato into 
slices of the requisite thickness. Only 
the best of potatoes can be used, and 
even then there is a great waste, as all 
"specks" and other imijorfections must 
be carefully cut out. After the potatoes 
are sliced they are placed in water and 
allowed to remain several hours, being 
stirred occasionally. This is for the 
purpose of removing the starch, which 
if allowed to remain would cause the, 
chips to become sour. This slices are 
then ready for boiling. A largo kettle 
set in a brick arch in which a natural 
gas fire is burning is kept nearly full of 
hot lard. Enough of the slices are 
olaced id the ketUe to caver the surface 
when thov are boiled until they become 
crisp and'brown. They are then ladled 
out, sprinkled with salt, and placed in a 
Bievo to dry. After cooling, the chips 
are ready for packing. They are put 
op in stout paper boxes, one-half pound 
in each box. and retailed for 15 eenta 
per package.
